The presence of organic impurity in 
water can be detected hy diarolving 
■oine loaf sugar in it, and then, after 
putting in a tight stopjier, allowing it to 
stand in a warm, well lighted room for a 
few days. If it becxiiue.s turbid there 
are certain organic impurities in it; if it 
remains clear it is jmru and sate to 
drink. To detect the presence of earthy 
matter take litmus jiajier dipped in vin- 
egar and if, on immersion, the pajier re- 
turns to its true shade, thu water does 
not contain earthy matter or alkli. If 
a few diopsof syrup be added to water 
containing an earthv matter it will turn 
grei;n.— Boston Bnaget.
